Shibasaburo Kitazato, the noted

{Dr Kitazato, MD., was erented 
a Baron in 1916, and was Presi- 
dent of the Kitazato Pathological 
Luborntory and, Dean of the 
Medien] College at Keio Univer- 
sity. Born in 1859, he studied in 
Germany under Professor Koch. 
from 1885 to 1891. He discover- 
ed germs of tetanus, diphtheria, 
and pest, in conjunction with Dr. 
Aoyama, and had charge of the 
Government Blood-Serum La- 
boratory, but retired in 1914 to 
open his own laboratory. He was 
granted the Red Eagle by the ex- 
Kaiser in 1909.)
